A lone auto still parked in the lot at Bailey 
Canyon was the first tipoff that not everyone had 
survived the flood and mud slide in Bailey Can¬ 
yon late Sunday. Sierra Madre officers deter¬ 
mined that the registered owner of the auto was 
John Henderson, 33, of Sierra Madre. He had 
taken his 9-year-old son, Matthew, of Arcadia, 
hiking that afternoon and had not returned. 

A shoe worn by Matthew was discovered in 
the catch basin by County Flood Control person¬ 
nel Monday. The search was hampered with a 
second downpour that afternoon, causing addi¬ 
tional mud and debris to flow into the basin area.

"I realized the 
enormous danger but could move out of the way.

Charles Corp 

Charles Corp, former mayor of Sierra Madre 
and avid hiker for about 45 years, was probably 
the last person to see the Hendersons alive. He 
said he had talked with a father and son combina¬ 
tion moments before the wall of mud came roar¬ 
ing down the mountain. They were on the canyon 
floor. 

"I was going up the east side and had crossed 
the stream which was a teacup full of water. That 
was at about 4:30 Sunday afternoon. I could hear 
the roar, like a distant jet plane. The man and his 
son came up and asked what that noise was and 
I told them that it had to be water. We were 
close to the stream when the roar increased. Then 
a 10- to 15-foot stream of boiling mud, sludge, 
logs, boulders came down," Corp remembered. 

How close was he to the stream? He laughed 
ruetul^y and said, "About 15 feet then and sec¬ 
onds later I was 35 feet away." 

He said, "It was absolutely unprecedented. I 
never saw anything like it before. The bridge was 
quickly gone and the roadway was full of mud. 
It was absolutely overwhelming. It took a long 
time to diminish." 

Corp has hiked all of the Sierra Nevada 
chain, the San Gabriels and San Bernardinos. 
"I’ve hiked 140 of the peaks over 5000 feet," he 


temporary bridge. Then the ground started to 
shake and water turned the comer about 150 
yards away from us. It hit the banks on the east 
side of the wash and exploded. There was a six- 
foot wall of water coming down that wash. It was 
pure black and the thickness of molasses, coming 
directly at us.

Chartraw, who has lived here for three years, 
said it was one jof-iJbe mo^ fri/fat^ing th^s 
he’d ever seen. "And I played protessional hock¬ 
ey for 10 years. This is much worse," he shook 
his head in disbelief. 

Chartraw works for Disney Company, devel¬ 
oping minor hockey programs. He is married.

His uncle, 
George Henderson Jr., said that he was "a kind 
child who loved karate as a hobby.

„ John Henderson loved the out-pi-doors, par¬ 
ticularly the mountains above Sierra Madre. The 
family reiterated that Bailey Canyon was his 
favorite place in the area for hiking. 

George Henderson Jr. said the family "was 
doing quite well"; however, Judy Henderson, 
Matthew’s grandmother and John’s mother, was 
having a very difficult time. 

Henderson also said that his brother was 
engaged to Aki. He explained that Matthew’s 
mother is "out of the picture." 


John Henderson, 33, and his son, Matthew, 
9, are still missing following Sunday’s flash flood 
and mud slide in Bailey Canyon where they were 
hiking earlier in the day. 

Henderson was a paralegal, working out of 
his Sierra Madre home, and his son, Matthew, 
attended Bethany Christian School in Sierra Mad¬ 
re.

The medicines, so-called, were used be¬ 
cause they were time-tested and the materials 
were always at hand. There was no lack of 
store medicine, far from it. Every drugstore 
was well-supplied with pills and powders of 
all description, as well as a large assortment 
of bottled liquids. Even the mail order houses 
such as Sears-Roebuck and Montgomery Ward 
had a large inventory of patent medicine. 
Most of the liquid remedies of those faraway 
days contained a hefty percentage of alcohol, 
but they were said to cure every ailment 
known to man. Most of the bottled goods 
were labeled as tonic. One was touted as a 
sure cure for "brain fever." One of the more 
common med-icines of those days was sooth¬ 
ing syrup for small children. It probably 
work^ because some of the syrups were 
spiked with laudanum. One hair tonic was 
said to grow hair seven feet long, and they 
had the pictures to prove it! 

There was considerable outdoor advertiz¬ 
ing, even in those days of horse and buggy 
travel. Lydia E. Pinkham’s Vegetable Com¬ 
pound (Pink Pills for Pale People), often used 
the roof of a rural barn for advertizing space. 
The pink pills were supposed to be just the 
thing for "delicate females." And, of course, 
there >yere Doan’s Kidney Pills, pills for 


lumbago and Nature’s Remedy, good for you- 
know-what. There were corn and bunion re¬ 
movers as well as hair removers. You name 
it, the patent medicine makers of those days 
laid a good foundation for the hard sell we See 
now on television. Many years after the time 
of which I am writing, a shaving cream com¬ 
pany came to grief with its outdoor advertiz¬ 
ing. Words from limericks were put on a suc¬ 
cession of fenceposts or telephone posts, so 
that a short limerick could be read by the 
passerby. They came out with this one, and it 
was their last. "With bristly face he married 
Grace...Too bad, he only got one day of 
grace." It was considered obscene and the of¬ 
fending poem disappeared forever. It seems 
very tame compared with modem advertizing. 

It is an irony that alcohol, considered by 
many to be the bane of mankind, should play 
such a large part in the medical world. Almost 
all tonics, even today, contain a liberal per¬ 
centage of alcohol. Remember Hadacol? A 
present day tonic, Geritol, has a more than 
generous portion of alcohol. Even that old 
reliable, Listerine, contains 26.9 percent 
alcohol. 

Perhaps those river rats of my youth had 
the right idea. Just take a medicine Aat lasied 
good, killed the pain and was the next thing to 
a cure. Perhaps they had something.

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Thurman suggests additions 
in personnel and budget 
for police department 


cers/dispatchers. "They have received only min¬ 
imal training," he explained. 

To bring the department to minimal stan¬ 
dards, Thurman suggests five new hand-held rad¬ 
ios, $5500; two new black and white patrol ve¬ 
hicles, $40,000; one solid color vehicle. $20,000; 
and a recording system for the dispatch area, 
$10,000. The total is $75,500. 

He explained to the City Council that recruit¬ 
ment is difficult because Sierra Madre has the 
lowest paid police department in the San Gabriel 
Valley. 

"When other departments give examinations, 
there are between 1(X) and 300 applicants. In 
comparison, the test we administered in Sep¬ 
tember had only 14 qualified applicants. The test 
being given in March has only 11 qualified ap¬ 
plicants," he explained. 

"Retirement must be 2 percent at age 50. The 
city must improve its contribution to the retire¬ 
ment plan and improve the health plan for mem¬ 
bers and their dependents. Pay and benefit must 
be increased to be more competitive," he said. 

Thurman suggests implementing a record 
management system to include computer usage 
and establishing a pro-active traffic enforcement 
program. 

"The city’s jail operations now meets all 
requirements for a Temporary Holding Facility. 
All new employees must have mandated state 
training requirements such as the present depart¬ 
ment members have recently received," Thurman 
said. 

He also suggested that the property and ev¬ 
idence room continue to be secured. 

ft. 

"Code enforcement should be placed in the 
city’s planning operations and not in the police 
department," he said, and added, "There is a crit¬ 
ical need to recruit qualified reserves...The size 
of the reserve unit should be no less than 20. A 
pro-active reserve program would greatly benefit 
the city." 


Interim Police Chief John Thurman at Tues¬ 
day evening’s Sierra Madre City Council meeting 
suggested a 1994-95 budget to equal $1,829,550 
which adds $556,050 to the past year’s budget of 
$1,272,500. 

Why do we need the extra money? 

Thurman suggests adding a lieutenant posi¬ 
tion, an additional sergeant position, two addi¬ 
tional officers for patrol, another officer for 
community relations, another dispatcher/desk op¬ 
erations person, a secretary and a traffic control 
officer. How much would these added people 
cost? $395,(XX), he explains. 

In comparison to San Marino and Palos Ver¬ 
des Estates, the budget is $1.2 million in Sierra 
Madre; $2.4 million in San Marino, and $2.7 
million in Palos Verdes Estates. They have 16 
and 15 officers, respectively, while we have 10. 
Their retirement system is 9 percent with ours at 
5 percent. A top step officer in Sierra Madre gets 
$3388 a month; in San Marino, $3450 a month; 
and in Palos Verdes Estates, $3619/month. 

Thurman believes that the department must 
take a pro-active stance in the area of training. 
He said that sergeants must be given the oppor¬ 
tunity to receive quality training in the area of 
supervision and management. Officers must have 
updated training which could save lives and el¬ 
iminate civil liability. Another positive training 
program must be established for the desk offi-

year we are lucky because we have had only 9 
inches of rain so far. Last year at this time we’d 
had 23 inches." 


Groups which continue to probe the 15 feet of 
mud in Bailey Canyon Debris Basin, looking for 
the bodies of John Henderson, 33, and his 9- 
year-old son, Matthew, include the County Sher¬ 
iffs Department, the County Fire Department. 
U.S. Forestry, Altadena, San Dimas and Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue Teams. Eight dogs 
from the Forest Service and from the Sheriff s 
Department are also employed in the search. 

As of Tuesday at presstime, only a child’s 
shoe had been uncovered, and Sierra Madre In¬ 
terim Police Chief John Thurman said the Hen¬ 
derson family had identified the shoe as ope like 
Matthew owned. 

There are 15 feet of mud in the basin, mea¬ 
surable, Thurman said, by the tower which is 30 
feet high. The basin is half full since the flash 
flood and mud slide Sunday. 

Water was drained from the basin in the res¬ 
cue attempt and the mud will be trucked out after 
it has dried out, according to Kev Tcharkhoutian. 
Sierra Madre director of public wbrks. He ex¬ 
plained that water escapes through a 60-inch-in- 
fdiameter pipe that goes underground. The water 
ultimately travels to the ocean, he said. 

What was the cause of the flash flood and 
mud slide? Tcharkhoutian explained that on Sun¬ 
day, over an inch of rain came down between the 
hours of 4 and 6 p.m. just .south of Mt. Wilson. 
That cloudburst in a two-mile-wide area of rain 
caused the big burst that built rapidly into the 
roaring torrent of mud and rain that caused so 
much damage in Sierra Madre canyons. 

"Had the *rain come down slowly, we 
wouldn’t have had the problem even though the 
ash is still coming down as a result of the fire in 
October," Tcharkhoutian said. He added, "This

the sheriffs chopper came down and we hopped 
on and rode out," Parker said. 

He joined the Search and Rescue Team then 
and was able to tell them about those people who 
were on the trail. "We scoured the canyons to the 
third waterfall. We did the sides, the earthquake 
fault. Then today (Monday) we did the same 
thing. If they (those who are‘missing) were up 
there'they would have heard us yelling and whist¬ 
ling. They found a shoe that matched what the 
boy was wearing..." 

Parker said he had hiked for years and had 
never seen anything like it. "It was, no one’s 
misjudgment to go up there. The flow at the bot¬ 
tom of the canyon was just a hair more...and it 
didn’t rain on us until we were on the bottom of 
the canyon. 


Tcharkhoutian named the debris basins that 
line the mountains, pn^j^ing Sierra Madre. 
From west to east there is Sunnyside which is 
northwest of the monastery; Bailey Canyon, Flor¬ 
al, Auburn, Carter (just above Baldwin Ave.),' 
Sierra Madre dam (at the end of Woodland 
Drive), Lannan, just north of Arno Drive, and a. 
very small one above Lotus Lane and Sturtevant 
Drive that was originally installed by a devel¬ 
oper, then given to the county for maintenance. 
The county maintains all of the basins except 
Floral and that is taken care of by Sierra Madre. 

Tcharkhoutian said that workers started last 
week on a six-month program, funded by the fed¬ 
eral government for $60,(XX), to assist Sierra 
Madre in sandbagging and other work to stop the 
mud flow. He also said that FEMA (Federal Em¬ 
ergency Management Agency) will reimburse us 
for the work we have done so far in excavating 
the Floral Debris Basin, sandbagging, for fire 
suppression and police labor. 

David Cain, Sierra Madre finance director, 
has submitted a $60,0(X) bill; however, he ex¬ 
plained that FEMA will not approve the whole 
amount. He thought that they would pay 75 per¬ 
cent and the state would pick up a percentage so 
that we will be reimbur.sed for most of what the 
fire cost us. 

"We won’t get 100 percent but we’ll get a 
sizable check," Cain explained. 

He reminded the community that the bridge 
that was destroyed Sunday had just been complet¬ 
ed at the cost of $15,000. 


Springs, a well-known spot on the side of the 
canyon on Mt. Wilson Trail. We heard a roaring 


sound and we thought it might be a big jet or hail 
hitting the trees. Then we saw it, this whole 
mountainside to First Water that was alive with 
debris and junk. It was like a locomotive. Kris 
and I said, ‘Can you believe this? My God, it’s 
unbelievable.’ I had seen flash floods in Baja and 
in our deserts. There you wait a few days and it 
subsides. This was truly a flash flood. The 
ground became saturated and there was nothing 
to hold it down. All the underbrush and grass had 
been burned (in the October fire). We felt privi¬ 
leged to be there and see it." 

Did they feel any danger? No. They just 
didn’t know how long they’d be stuck there. It 
was cold and their clothes were wet. 


Would they do it again? Of course. "We felt 
like we had things under control because we were 
on safe ground. We were always above the 
stream. It was a trickle going up and a raging 
torrent going down, full of mud, debris, sticks, 
boulders. It’s powerful." 


Parker had a knee operation five weeks ago 
and has to exercise his knee often.

It’s passable but 
will probably be closed."

Committee opposes incumbent reelection

For the first time in 
the city of Arcadia, ac¬ 
cording to group organ¬ 
izers, a committee has 
been formed to oppose 
incumbents in a City 
Council election. 

Six former Arcadia 
mayors have registered 
with the Secretary of 
State and the Arcadia 
City Clerk as a commit¬ 
tee opposing the reelec¬ 
tion of Joe Ciraulo and 
George Fasching in the 
Apr. 12 council elec¬ 
tion. The committee, 
entitled "Arcadia May¬ 
ors and Others for. Good 


Government," was 
formed in response to a 
Jan. 28 letter sent by six 
former mayors, who re¬ 
present over 50 years of 
service on the council. 

The committee, which 
numbers over 100 Ar¬ 
cadia voters, stated that 
the poorest city council 
performance in the cit¬ 
y’s history has taken 
place during the past 
two years, when Ciraulo 
and Fasching have con¬ 
trolled the new council 
majority. The commit¬ 
tee cites what it terms 
"mismanagement and 


ineptness," including the 
firing of Arcadia City 
Manager George Watts, 
and planning director 
Bill Woolard, as well as 
the city manager hired 
to replace Watts. Ac¬ 
cording to information 
suppli^ by the commit¬ 
tee, these firings have 
"wasted over $250,000 
of the taxpayers’ money 
to pay off these highly 
paid officials." 

"Ciraulo and Fasching 
have been fiscally irre¬ 
sponsible, causing this 
year’s budget to be ser¬ 
iously out of balance. 


Rather than cut costs, 
the council took $1 mil¬ 
lion from the city re¬ 
serve funds. But at this 
point, there appears to 
be an imbalance of pos¬ 
sibly another $1 mil¬ 
lion, with more than a 
quarter of the budget 
year to go," stated Rog¬ 
er Chandler, former 
mayor.
